THE PRESIDENT'S CORNER 

The heart and soul of any organization is its membership 
and the Historical Society of Haddonfield is fortunate to 
have a diverse, enthusiastic membership to support it. 
The large number of people who attend both the Annual 
Dinner and the Family History Workshops are an 
indication of the interest and devotion of many to the 
Society. As Doug Rauschenberger and I have attended 
the meetings of a number of other organizations in 
Haddonfield to share with them our "Lost Haddonfield" 
program, however, I have become aware of a number of 
misconceptions which many people have about 
membership in the Society. 

The first misconception people appear to have is that 
membership is only for those who are serious historians 
or collectors of antiques. In 1914 when the Society was 
established, Julia Bedford Gill, one of the founders, wrote 
that every man, woman and child should be a member of 
the Historical Society. The purposes of the Society today 
are the same as those stated in the original incorporation 
papers of the Society in 1914, and the idea that every 
man, woman and child should be a member is one which 
is also still valid. The Historical Society is a resource 
which has something to offer all segments of the 
community and which in turn needs the membership 
support of a wide cross-section of the community. 

The second misconception which I have consistently 
encountered is that in order to be a member one needs to 
have huge amounts of time to devout to the activities of 
the Society. The Historical Society has no "requirements" 
for membership other than the annual payment of dues. 
For those who have the time, the Society has projects 
which involve Greenfield Hall, the library, the 
conservation of various collections, school programs, and 
fund-raising events, but for those who simply appreciate 
the fact that we are there, collecting and preserving local 
history for future generations, annual membership and 
occasional financial gifts are both important and very 
much appreciated by the Society. 

I would like to enlist the assistance of every member of 
the Society as a "member" of our Membership 
Committee, which Connie Reeves chairs with incredible 
enthusiasm and ability. When you are talking with 
friends about the Society, encourage them to join. Let 
others know what you already know, that the Historical 
Society is for everyone and that we truly want everyone 
to be a member.
